A story of boing held up and rob­ 
bed of $50 by a party o f four unarm­ 
ed men, and afterward kidnapped and 
taken by the bandits in their car for 
a mile in the direction of New Oxford, 
Friday night, was related this morn­ 
ing to John Eckert, who resides on the 
Lincoln Highway, east of town, near 
where the alleged holdup is said to 
have taken place, by Michael Biro, a 
plumber, of Pagth Amboy, New Jer­ 
sey. 
According to Biro’s story, he was 
traveling along from Perth Amboy to 
Pittsburgh, where ho has a brother 
living, in search of a job. 
As he was 
approaching Gettysburg shortly after 
9 o’clock, Friday evening, he was forc­ 
ed to stop his machine by another car, 
which was parked sideways on the 
road. 
Throws Purse Away 
As soon as he stooped, he said that 
three young men, unarmed and un­ 
masked, approached his car and or­ 
dered him out of the machine. 
He 
obeyed, and the three holdup men pro­ 
ceeded to search him. 
As he was 
getting out of the machine, Biro says 
he threw’ away a purse in which he 
had several dollars in change, and 
this lie afterward recovered. 
In a pocket of hi- overalls, Biro told 
Mr. Eckert he had $50 pinned, and 
this the holdup men found and took 
from him. 
They also rifled his car, 
but did not take anything, he said. 
Biro told Mr. Eckert he was positive 
the bandits did md have a gun, al­ 
though they shoved him about a bit 
while they went through his pockets. 
A fter satisfying 
them selves 
that 
Biro had no more money on his per­ 
son, the bandits put him in their car 
and started in the direction of New 
Oxford, but after going a mile they 
let him out and he walked back to 
his machine. 
G nat Ie to start his own car. Biro 
declared that he w’alkod 
about 
all 
night to keen warm. 
He says he did 
not sleep, and this morning accosted 
a mot mist, requesting aid in starting 
his machine. 
The m otorist refused, 
according to Biro, and at 6 o’clock he 
appealed to the Eckerts. 
Police On Caee 
After 
being 
refreshed 
and 
strengthened by a W’arm 
breakfast, 
Bino succeeded in getting his machine 
started with the aid of Mr. Eckert, and 
he proceeded toward Pittsburgh. 
The local .substation of the state po­ 
lice was notified of the holdup, and 
are working on the case. 
Biro told Mr. Eckert, who is a rural 
mail carrier, that he has a w ife and 
four children living at Perth Amboy. 
He said plumbing work was 
slow’ 
there and that he w’as on his way 
to join 
his 
brother 
in 
Pittsburgh, 
w’here he expected to get work. 


BATTLEFIELD^ 
Harry C. Picking, president of the 
G ettysburg National Bank, treasurer 
of Gettysburg College and one of the 
most prominent residents of town, died 
suddenly this morning at his home in 
the McKnight building. Center Square. 
In apparently perfect health when 
he awoke this morning, Mr. Picking 
died before medical assistance could 
reach him. 
His wife arose between (I 
and 6:30 o’clock, and had gone to the 
kitchen to prepare the morning meal, 
leaving her husband in bed. 
When she arose, Mrs. Picking spoke 
with her husband, and he seemed in 
excellent 
health, 
not 
complaining 
about feeling ill. 
While she was busy 
in the kitchen, Mrs. Picking heard a 
noise as of labored breathing from 
her husband’s bedroom, and going to 
the room was unable to arouse him. 
Dies of Stroke 
Mrs. Picking at once summoned a 
physician, and upon his arrival, life 
was pronounced extinct, death having 
occurred some time previous. 
A para­ 
lytic stroke was given as the canso 
of death. 
Bora on a farm in Straban town­ 
ship, October 22, 1859, a son of the 
late Henry A. and Charlotte Walter* 
Picking, Mr. Picking received his pri­ 
mary education in the schools of Ad­ 
ams county and Gettysburg, later en­ 
tering the preparatory department of 
Gettysburg College. 
He matriculated 
at college in the year 1875. 
He stood high in his classes, and 
when he received his degree as Bache­ 
lor of Arts in 1879, the I.atin prize of 
the college was bestowed upon him. 
He was a member of the Phi Gamma 
Delta fraternity. 
Upon his graduation from college, 
| the deceased entered the University 
of Pennsylvania medical school, in­ 
tending to pursue a course in medicine, 
but the sudden death of his father 
cut short his aspirations in that di­ 
rection after one year, and he return­ 
ed to Gettysburg, taking up the ex­ 
tensive insurance business, in which 
his father had been actively engaged. 
Sells Insurance Business 
A fter his election as treasurer of 
the college in 1892, Mr. Picking found 
that his duties in that position were 
more than he could handle with his 
I insurance business, and subsequently 
he sold out to the firm of Dougherty 
and Hartley. 
In 1905, Mr. Picking was elected a 
director in the Gettysburg National 
: Bank, and a year later, was engaged 
as discount clerk, which position he 
held along with that of treasurer of 
*the college. 
He continued as discount clerk at 
the bank until 1916, when he resign­ 
ed that position, because of the press 
of other duties in connection with the 
college and seminary. 
He remained, 
however, a director at the bank, and 
on March 8, 1921, was elected presi­ 
d e n t of the board, succeeding William 
McSherry, Esq., who resigned, which 
i position he held at the time of his 
death. 
Funeral Monday 
Mr. Picking succeeded A. D. Burbler 
as treasurer of the college. 
The de­ 
ceased was for many years secre­ 
tary of the board of trustees of the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary here, 
i resigning that position only recent­ 
ly, because of his other duties. 
He was a 
life-long 
member 
of 
I Christ Lutheran Church, and for many 
yours w’as deacon. 
Mr. Picking was married to Miss 
Louisa 
Forney, 
sister 
of 
D. 
J. 
Forney, on Dt*cember 19, 1903, and is 
survived by his w’idow, and one sister, 
Mrs. A. IL F. Fischer, of Phoenixville. 
Funeral services have 
been 
an­ 
nounced for Monday afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock, in College Lutheran Church, 
conducted by the Rev. A. E. Wagner. 
I Private interment in Evergreen Ceme- 
itery. 


Fifteen thousand dollars has been 
asked of the New York state legisla­ 
ture by the monuments’ commission 
of that state for expenses in connec­ 
tion 
w ith , the 
dedication 
of 
the 
memorial, now in course of erection on 
the battlefield here, planned for this 
summer. 
This item is contained in a list of 
appropriations asked of the New York 
legislature by Charles A. Shaw, chair­ 
man of the monuments’ commission, 
embodied in the annual report of the 
com m issions’ activities during 1924. 
The commission looks after the in­ 
terests of New York on the battlefields 
of Gettysburg, Chattanooga and An- 
tietam. 


According to Chairman Shaw's re­ 
port, copies of which have just been 
received by Colonel E. B. Cope, super­ 
intendent of the Gettysburg National 
Park, the appropriation desired is to 
defray expenses entailed in dedicating 
the monument, publishing 
an 
illus­ 
trated report on the memorial and the 
proceedings in connection 
with 
the 
dedication. 
Similar pamphlets have 
been issued when other 
large 
New 
York monuments were dedicated on 
the field here and elsewhere. 
Authorized In 1913 
The auxiliary state monument, now 
in course of erection, was authorized 
by the New York legislature in 1923, 
an appropriation of $3QJX)0 having been 
allowed for its erection, and will be 
ready for dedication this summer. 
It 
is designed to commemorate those di­ 
vision and brigade commanders from 
New York state in the battle here, or 
who were in charge of New York 
troops, to whose memory 
no 
indi­ 
vidual memorial has yet been erected, 
ore than forty such commanders are 
to be so honored. 
The site selected for the monument 
is on south Hancock avenue, two hun­ 
dred and fifty yards north of its junc­ 
tion with United States avenue. 
The 
John Swenson Granite Company, of 
Concord, New Hampshire, holds' the 
contract for its 
construction. 
The 
price of the memorial completed w'ill 
he $27,875. 
Plans and specifications w’cre pre­ 
pared by Edward P. Casey, New York 
architect, who designed the New York 
State monument at Antictam. 
The models for the eagle and state 
coat of arms and that for the r<*main- 
dor of the architectural ornament were 
furnished by Gerome 
Brush, 
New 
York City. 
Semi-Circular Wall 
When completed, the new’ monument 
will take the form of a large exedra. 
or semi-circular wall, measuring 42 
feet wide and 24 feet deep, and carry­ 
ing 18 panels. 
On the panels will 
be inscribed the names, with rank of 
the division and brigade commanders, 
ami also a complete list of the caval­ 
ry, artillery, engineer and infantry 
regiments which participated in the 
campaign. 
Below the panels a seat 
will be carried round for nearly the 
whole 
semi-circumference 
of 
the 
monument. 
At the center of the 
circular wall will be a pedestal. 
On 
this will be show’n the dedicatory in­ 
scription and the coat of arms of New’ 
York. 
It will be surmounted by an 
eagle. 
At this point the monument 
will be twenty-one foet-Ligh. 
The 
whole structure rests upon a plat­ 
form. one step above the concrete 
foundation. 
It will be paved with 
heavy marble tiling, in a design radi­ 
ating from the center of the semi- 
circumference. 
The stone used in the 
construction of the monument is tine- 
cut white Concord granite.

C., 
a request for an extension. 
Col­ 
lectors of internal revenue are not, 
as under preceeding acts, perm it­ 
ted to g rant such extensions.

request must -Im* m ade before the 
return is due—on or before March 
15, 1925, if made on the calendar 
year basis— anil m ust contain a full 
recital for the causes of the delay. 
An extension of time for filing 
the return does not extend the tim e 
of paym ent of the tax or any in­ 
stallm ent thereof unless so speci­ 
fied in the extension. 
As a condi­ 
tion of granting an extension, th - 
commissioner m ay require Qu* sub­ 
mission of a tentative return ami 
estim ate of the am ount of the tax, 
and the paym ent of at least one- 
fourth of the estim ated amount.
